THE UNITED NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING IN NW YORK HAS HEARD 
A GREAT DEAL OF CONDEMNATION AGAINST THE APRTHEID REGIME IN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND ITS WESTERN SUPPORTERS. EVERY 

SPEAKER EXPRESSED IN NO UNCERTAIN TERMS THE INDIGNATION 
OF THE FREE WORLD AT SOUTH AFRICA'S VILATION OF HUMUN RIGHTS 
AS THE VORSTER REGIME OPPRESSES MILLIONS OF AFRICANS. 

THE RACISTS DO NOT PAY MUCH ATTENTION TO SUCH ATTACKS BUT IT IS 
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FITTING THAT THE WORLD SPEAKS OUT AGAINST THE REGIME AND ESPECIALLY 
AGAINST ITS ECONOMIC AND MILITARY ALLIES WHOSE PROFITS ARE CAUSING 
DEEP MISERY IN THE MAJORITY OF THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA AND 
NAMIBIA. 

WESTERN ALLIES OF SOUTH AFRICA ARE HELPING IN THE BETRAYAL OF 
PEOPLE WHOSE INTEREST IS REAL FREEDOM AND A POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM THAT CAN SERVE TO BENEFIT ALL SOUTH AFRICANS REGARDLESS OF 
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RACE, CREED OR COLOUR. 

ONE MAJOR ALLY OF SOUTH AFRICA WHICH DESERVES CONDEMNATION IS THE 
FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY WHICH DESPITE VIGOROUS DENIALS 
CONSCIENTIFI(#)ELATION S WITH THE RACISTS. THESE RELATIONS HAVE 
ENABLED THE SOUTH AFRICANS TO PROGRESS IN NUCLEAR RESEARCH. SOUTH 
AFRICA'S STATE-OWNED URANIUM ENRICHMENT CORPORATION HAS ADOPTED A 
SYSTEM OF ENRICHMENT OF URANIUM (WHICH CAN BE USED TO MAKE BOMBS) 
WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF THE GERMAN STATE-OWNED SOCIETY FOR NUCLEAR 
RESEARCH (GFK), KARLSUBE, AND THE GERMAN STATE-CONTROLLED STEAG 
COMPANY, ESSEN. 

UNDER AN INTER GOVERNMENTAL AGREEMENT SIGNED IN 1962 AND DUE 
FOR RENEWAL THIS YEAR, SOUTH AFRICAN NUCLEAR SCIENTISTS WILL TRAIN 
IN THE FRG AND GERMANS IN SOUTH AFRICA WILL CO-OPERATE WITH THE 
RACISTS IN SOME PROJECTS. 

THE RACISTS AND THEIR WESTERN ALLIES ARE FRUSTRATING THE ARMED 
STRUGGLE, BUT THEY SHOULD KNOW THAT THEIR EFFORTS WILL NOT STOP THE 
TIDE OF LIBERATION. THE MASSES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA WANT FREEDOM 
AND THEY WILL INTENSIFY THEIR STRUGGLE UNTIL FINAL VICTORY.
